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which often out-does all the Effe&s 
of the moft refin’d Eloquence. — 
Honefty has in it a Vehemence, 
which, when direéted by but a very 
moderate Share of good Senfe, 
ftrikes deeper than the Practice of 
all Quintillian’s Rules For my own Part, I could 
never confider the Syftems of Eloquence in any other 
Light than fo many Inftru@ions to direét a Man in the 
moft graceful Manner of playing the Rogue. Where 
there is Sincerity, when a Man is thoroughly penetrated 
with the Conviction that what he fays is true, when he 








is deeply intercfted in the Event, he naturally fal!s intro 
the trueft, the moft tublime Pra@tice of Oratorial Inftitu- 
tons. The Simplicity of Xenophon and Conimines has 
given them all the Beauties of the greateft Hiftortans, 
and they are the very Patrerns of that Praétrce, which 
the Rules for Hiftory are meant to recommend. 


The Difference betwixt the Characters of the two 
great Orators of Antiquity illuftrate more fully what I 
have Jaid down. All the prodigious Application, Ge- 
nius, Learning, and Wit of Tully was directed tor many 
Years to acquire and to difplay that Eloquence which 
Demofibenes as induftrioufly endeavoured to conceal : 
When we hear Tully invoking the Guardian Gods of 
Rome againft a Cataline, or. attefting the lban Mounts 
againft a Clodius, the Mind is clevated but not pene- 
trated, as when Demoftheves adjures his Countrymen by 
the Shades of the ‘I’hree Hundred Greeks who fell at the 
Baitle of Afarathon. 


I could venture to ask any of my own Coun:rymen, 
if, in a popular Harranguc, he thinks that a Speaker 
could animate or roufe the Affections of the Engiih in 
Aftrertimes fo effectually as by adjuriog them by the 
glorious Memory of the Three Hundred Britons who 
te!b at che Battle of Colloden, 


But Public Spesking in England is now reduc’d toa 
very natrow Compats. The Speeches made in Parlia- 
meat are by the Roles of Parliament never fuppofed to 
The 


Eloquence of the Bar is confined to private Concerns, 


re.ch farther than the Walls of the two Houtes. 


and comes not under the Denomination ot Public Speak- 
ing. Theretore the Eioquence of the Pulpit is the only 
Species of Public Speaking now practifed in Exgland, 
becaule itis direéted to all, and all may hear it trom 
the King to the Beggar. 


Edward the Sixth was the only Prince in England 
from the Time of Edward the Third to that ot Charles 
the Firft, who feems to have had any true Tafte in \at- 
ters of Learning, particularly as co che Eloquence of 
the Pulpit. His Education in Letters was trufted to 
Men of Senfe; it was very Chaite, and void at the 
Fopperies of Learning which fo much infected thole 
Times. Asa Proof ot this, the Charaéter of the Court 
Preacher, honeft Latimer, is fufhcient. This Divine, 
*2comMon with Demoftbenes, profets'd a plain, but ps- 





netrating Eloquence: He gave the King and his Court 
always the full Effufion of his Heart, and the Sincerity 
with which he fpoke ftruck his Words fo deeply into 
the Minds of his Audience, that before the End of his 
Mafter’s Reign, fhore as it was, there was a vifible 
Alteration of Morals for rhe better all over the King- 
dom. 


This Preacher knew very little of fafhionable, courtly 
“ens of Speech, but his Language and Terms were 
fuch as no Man cou!d take them amils, without firing 
the Cap to his own Head. But none fhar’d more ceey ly 
in his Evangelical Rebukes than the King himiclf. La 
timer one Day tpe:king of a preat Offender, who ex- 
pected the King’s Pardcn, told him, mentioning the 
Olfence, Whether it be taken up with a Pardon or net, f 
cannot tell, but this 1 am fare of, that if ye bear with juweh 
Matters the Devil jhail bear you away to Hell, ‘Thi 
was in the true Demoflhenian Site. A Cicero, or acourily 
Preacher, would have defin'd the Nature of the Offence, 
and have given fhrewd Intimations how unbecoming 
it wasto aroyal or areafonable Mind to fuffer fucu 
Abufes; nay, they would have gone fo far asto have 
hinted at fome Diftauce, that the Courtiers who had 
advifed his Majefty were in fome Danger of being 
damn'd, it they did cot repent. But honeft Latimer 
brings it home to bis Majcfty himfelf, a more effectual 
Figure of Speech (han any found in all the Syftem of 
R hetorick.

fiituiion of what had been plundered from the Cublic, 
macy even of thote public Robbers were toucn'd in 
Con'etence, and privatcly made Kethuwion ot thor 
Spoils.

4a accurate Account of the Battle, fought on Straghallen 
Moor near Culloden-Houfe, with Remarks onthe Lifpofi- 
tions of the refpettive Armies. 


Onthe 16th of April, between Four and Five in the 
Morning, the King’s Army began their March from 
Nairn, formed into Five Lines, of Three Battalions 
each, headed by Major-General Huske on the Left, 
Lord Sempil on the Right, and Brigadier Mordaunt in 
the Center ; flanked by the Horfe under the Generals 
Bland and Hawley; who, at the fame Time, covered 
the Cannon on the Right and Left. R 

They marched in this Order about Eight Miles; when 
a Detachment of Kingfton’s Horfe, and of the High- 
landers, having advanced a Head of the Army, ditco- 
vered the Van of the Rebels moving towards them ; on 
Notice whereof, his Koyal Highnefs commanded the 
Army to form in Order of Battle, which was thus exe- 
cuted, Thethree Battalions of the Second Line defil’d 
tothe Left of the refpeétive Battalions in the Van; that 
is to fay, Barrel’s to the Left of Munro’s ; Scotch Ku- 
zileers to the Left of Psice’s, and Cholmondeley’s to 
the Lefrof the Royal: Then marching up formed the 
Front Line of Six Battalions ; berween each of them two 
Pieces of Cannon. Arc the Head of this Line, and in 
the Center, the Farl of Albemarle commanded ; on 
the Right Wing Three Squadrons of Horfe, com- 
manded by Major General Bland; on the Left three 
other Squadrons, comm:nded by Lord Ancram. 

The fecond Line confilted of Vive Battalions, placed 
to face the Openings of the Front Line, with three Pieces 
of Cannon placed between the Firft and Second Batta- 
lion, on the Right and Left of the fame Line, in order, 
thar if the Enemy either broke thro” the Center, or out- 
flank’d either the Right or Left of the Front, they might 
conveniently play upon them. 

To fupporit both, and as a final Referve, was placed 
the remaining Four Battalions, wing’d on the Right and 
Left by Kingfton’s Horfe. 

In this Diipofition the Army continued fome Time ; 
bur the Body of the Rebcls not advancing, it fell into 
marching Order again ; which continued until the Front 
were within a Mile of the Enemy: Then formed again 
into Fighting Order, as betore, 

The Rebel Army form’'d their Front in Thirteen Di- 
vifions, being fo many Clans under their refpective 
Chiefs, with four Picces of Cannon placed before their 
Center, and the fame Nomber on each Wing. The 
Ceuter was headed by Jolin Lord Drummond ; the Right 
Wing by Lord George Murray ; and the Left, by the 
Perton who calls himtelf the Duke of Perth. ‘To fup- 
port the Front Line cccafionally, and covered by fome 
Stone Wallis, on the Right was dilpofed Fitz, James's 
Horte, and tour Companies of French Pickets ; on the 
Letrone Body of Horte, made up off the young Italian’s 
Guards, fome Huflars, and the Perthfhire Squadron ; 
and Five Companies of Lord John Drummond's Foot. 
Open to the Center of the Front Line was the young 
lialian, placed with his Body Guards, In his Rear a 
Line of Reterve, confiting of three Columns: The 
Kirt, on the Left, commanded by Lord Kilmarnock ; 
the Center Column by Lord Lewis Gordon and Glen- 
bucker; and rhe Right bv Roy Stuart. Next, and di- 
rectly in the Rear of Glenbucker, was the Kegiments of 
Perth and Opilvie flationed, as the final Relerve. 

in this Order, the Rebels began firing on the King’s 
Army, about Twe o’Clock, with their Cannon ; which 
being ill ferved, did little Execation. The Firing was 
returned by the Kaing’s Army with tuch Succets, as put 
the Kebels in great Diforder. They difliked this Way 
o! fighting, and therefore made a Pufh on the Right of 
the King’s Army, where his Royal Highacfs waited to 
teceive them in Perfon, ‘Thisthey did in a kind of Bra- 








vado, to draw the King’s Troops forward; burt finding 
themiclves deceived, they turned their whole Force to 
the Left; and the Weighr of their Fury fell chiefly on 
Barrell’s and Monro’s Regiments, where they attempted 
to flank the King’s Front Line; but Wolt’s Regiment 
advancing, entirely defeated their Defigo. In the mean 
ime, the Cannon kepr playing upon them with Car- 
tridge Shor, General Hawley, with fome Highlanders, 
ad openeda Paflige through fore Stone Wallsto their 
(tight, for the Horfe, which advanced on that Side, 
Wlule rhe Hesfe on the King’s Right wheeled off upon 
their Left, difperted their Body of Referve, and met 





40 the Center of their Front Line in their Kear; when 
being repulfed in the Frout, and Numbers cu: off, they | 
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fell into an univerfal Confufion. The Horfe on their } 


Backs made a dreadtul Carnage ; the Foot moved only 
in due Order; but Kingfton’s Horte, from the Referve, 
gallopp’d up briskly, and fallingin with the Fygicves, 
did excellent Execution ; the reftche Reader is to guefs: 
Having only lef to obierve, that on the Appearance of 
the Two Bodies of Horfe and Dragoons advancing from 
the King’s Right and Lett, upou the Rebels Body of 
Keferve, the young Italian nevec made the lealt Motion 
to oppoie them; bac inftantly wheeled off with his 
Guards to the Right, and rode full Gallop through be- 
tween Glenbucket’s and Stuart’s Columns; and, us we 
are credibly intormed, never look’d back tll he arriv’d 
at Aird. 

The different Difpofitions of thefe two Armies was in 
fome Meatore owing to their refpective Situations. ‘The 
King’s Army was to fight uncovered ; the Rebels co- 
vered, behind Walls: Buc when teir Impatience to get 
out of the Way of the King’s Cannon, pufhed them on 
attacking, they neceffarily, cither loft the Benefit of 
the Referve, or the Referve muft lofe the Benefit of 
the Cover; which they not chufieg to do, the Impe- 
tuofity of the Front carried them too far from their 
Referve ; and then having no Guard in their Rear, the 
Horfe from the King's Right and Left eafily did their 
Bufinefs, 

Un the other Hand, the Difpofition of the King’s 
Army was, perhaps, as juftasthe Miod of Man was ca 
pable of contriving. If one fail’d, a tecond tupporied ; 
and if thatfatied, a Third. ‘Phe Enemy could no way 
take Two Pieces of Cannon, bat three muft play directly 
upon them, nor break one Regiment, but two was ready 
to fupply the Place. Ifthe Rebels were repuls’d, they 
were routed ; if any Pait of tie King’s Army broke, 
they rallied and were fupporzed. Had the King’s Army 
attacked, it might not have been fo well; becaule rhea 
the Rebels would have been cloté and covered, and, 
confequently, the breaking of them more dithculr. 

Siccels is fometimes the Efe ét of Accident; bat in 
this Cafe, chicfly of Skill. If his Royal Highinets did 
nor form the whole himfelf, it is immaterial ; he that 
knows when he is well advis’d, 1s a Judge ot what ts 
right: And to purfue good Advice, is one of the dit- 
tingutfhing Characterifticas of a great General.
